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FROM THE FLOOD 


Raping iver Is Causing Ter- 
ror at Des Moines 


Dikes Give Way and 150 Houses Are 
Flooded in Short While—Street 
Railway Sorvice Is Aban- 
doned Because of the 
z lood.

Des Moines, Iowa, May .— Hundreds 
of families were driven from their homes 
by floods which today closely approached 
the unprecedented record of last year. 
Reports from above Des Moines indicate 
that last year’s record has been surpass- 
ed and the water rising at a startling 
rate. 

All night scores of men 
river banks and aided removing 
habitants and household goods from the 
bottoms. At 8 o'clock the dikes of Mau- 
rice street gave way before the floods of 
the Des Moines river and 150 houses were 
flooded in an incredibly short time, forc- 
ing the Inmates to run for their lives. 
The Raccoon river is keeping pace with 
the Des Moines and has devastated many 
Square miles of territory in the south- 
western portion of the state. At 9:45 the 
center span of the $85,000 arch bridge now 
being built was carried away, the wreck- 
age striking the railway bridge which had 
a close call from destruction. The loss to 
the new bridge is $30,000. 

The street railway service was aban- 
doned at 3 o'clock this afternoon, owing 
to water submerging the power house. 
A break occurred in the North Des 
Moines levee inundating a large residence 
district. 

News from over the state was not re- 
assuring. At Cedar Falls the Cedar river 
rose suddenly during the night, so that 
a large number of persons had to be res- 
cued in boats from upper floors. Middle 
river and the Little Sioux are the high- 
est in their history. News comes from 
Schaller of the drowning of Curtis Seek.

Salina, Kans., May 28.—The flood sit- 
uation here today is worse than yester- 
Gay. Another heavy rain fell early today 
and the river is still on the rise. No 
trains can get out of town west and 
many families have been shut off from 
supplies. 

Missouri Is Rising. 

Kansas City, May 28.—The Missouri 
at this point has risen 3 feet with- 
in the last ‘twenty-four hours. The water 
has backed up through the sewers in 
the west bottoms in the wholesale dis- 
trict, flooding the basements of several 
business houses and driving occupants of 
shanties to higher ground.

TURN SEWAGE 
INTO DEEP WELL 


Novel Scheme for Drainage 
Will Be Tried at Quit- 
man. 


Quitman, Ga., May 8.—( Special.) — The 
scheme for the drainage of Russell pond, 
in the southern part of the town, is a 
success. The drill when at 130 foot level, 
went through the overlying stratum of 
rock and dropped clear seven feet. 

The drill was then removed and a sec- 
tion of fire hose connected with the mains 
and a fire pressure put on. The nozzle 
was turned down the hole and the water 
was allowed to run for some time, but 
without being able to put it in faster than 
it ran out at the bottom. 

The casing is now being cut out and 
a. strainer is being adjusted and by to- 
morrow a portion of the pond water will 
be turned in as a further test. If this 
does not reveal any unexpected difficul- 
ties the drainage will be completed at 
once. 5 

The Atlantic and Gulf mills is consid- 
ering putting down one of these wells 
and putting in a sewer system for their 
plant and tenements at once. The success 
of the plan may prove of great impor- 


‘tance to most if not all of the towns in 


the. artesian belt by rendering possible 
sewer systems at a cost very much below 
that of the present plan. The matter of 
such a system for Quitman is being ea- 
geriy discussed here and it is possible 
that such a system may be put in at an 


early date. 


It is not thought that there is any 
possibility of contaminating the water 
supply as the water in the other two 
wells stand at different leveis, showing 
that there is no connection between the 
strata.

Councilman Warren thought the pro- 
posed charter better and wiser than the 
old one, but did not believe any agree- 
ment could ever be reached, and said 
there was no use wasting any further 
time over it. 
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Alderman Woodward expressed his op- 
position to the proposed charter, and his 
belief that nothing toward an agreement 
could be accomplished at this meeting, at 
least, i 

Alderman Longino started the discussion 
toward the committee idea, and it was 
his idea with some changes that was 
finally adopted. He moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee of seven from coun- 
cil and seven from the charter commit- 
tee of forty-nine with some disinterested 
citizen to be chosen as chairman. 

With this motion began the discussion 
that finally ended in the adoption of the 
resolution stated. 

First there was @ preliminary debate 
on the merits of some features of the 
new charter. Councilman Key didn't be- 
lieve the time had come for a new char- 
ter. The first thing to be done, he de- 
clared, was to extend the city Umits. 
Both council and the charter committee 
failed in their duty, he declared, when 
they neglected this feature. 

Captain J. W. English briefly defended 
the work of the charter revision commit- 
tee. Its members, he declared, were all 
good citizens,, taxpayers and above re- 
proach. There was some need for a new 
charter, he said, otherwise the mayor and 
council would scarcely have appointed 
the committee to take the matter up. 

Alderman Woodward and E. W. Mar- 
tin indulged in a brief debate relative to 
the proposition of board government con- 
tained in the proposed charter, 

Chairman Hillyer declared he had never 
been engaged in any public work where 
he had met with more diligent adversa- 
ries than Alderman Woodward and his 


confreres. 
Resolution Is Adopted. 
Finally the conference got down to 
the point of formulating the resolution. 
It was on the motion of Councilman Key 
that it was provided that no member of 
council who is a member of the charter 
committee shall be appointed to serve on 
the committee which is to be named. 
Out of the numerous sugestions there 
was evolved a plan by which Chairman 
Hillyer is to appoint a 
np from the committee of forty.

gationalist Magazine of this week has 


discovered one in the Rev. T. Nelson 
Baker, of Pittsfield, Mass. 

In a brief, clear article he combats 
the ordinarily catalogued three great 
wrongs” against the negro—which 
some correspondent in The Congrega- 
tionalist holds to be separate schools, 
disfranchisement and _ illegitimate 
mixture of blood in the colored race. 

As to separate schools for whites 
and blacks this colored authority de 
Clares they involve no wrong to the 


| negro, but are really a blessing to him. 
A result of slavery, he says. is an in- 


born feeling in both the white and the 
colored child that the latter is in- 
ferior. Therefore, their intermixture in 


only result in intensifying that feel- 
ing with the greater detriment of it 
falling upon the negro. Hence he af- 
firms: 

The ‘separate schools in the south are 
not a great wrong, met by à great 
compensation, but a great right, pro- 
ducing its logical and glorious fruit. We 
Ought not to force upon children what 
they believe to be wrong. Both the col- 
ored boy and the white boy in the south 
think it wrong for them to be in school 
together. 

No white man knows the negro as 
well as the southern white man; and if 
he will be fair and do it, he knows how 
to draw the circle that will not prove 
to be premature.“ I think all who know 
the situation agree that he has done this 
in the matter of separation in the schools. 

On the question of disfranchise- 
ment this colored philosopher's views 
are in line with the rapidly growing 
conviction, north as well as south, 
that negro suffrage was a tremendous 
blunder of purblind politicians and out 
of it has sprung most of the troubles 
the negro of the south has experienc- 
ed since his emancipation. The cor- 
rection for those experiences he sees 
in the coming of a time when suffrage 
will be granted to no man on other ac- 
counts than intelligence, stake in the 
public interest and the possession of 
unpurchasable principles. His conclu- 
sion in the case is almost humorously 
put in the following paragraph: 

As to disfranchisement. Every intel- 
ligent citizen welcomes the raising of the 
standard of citizenship. The wrong done 
in this matter will prove itself to be 
wholly against the white man. I am not 
able fo see why the so-called intelli- 
gent negro is making such ado over this 
matter. I suspect that somewhere behind 
the curtain might be seen the monkey's 
jaw” of the carpet- bagger“ doing its 
work. I believe the most thoughtful 
friends of the negro are saying now with 
Fred Douglass that the negro went to 
congress {90 soon. 

Concerning “mulattoism” the writer 
sounds the keynote of that evil when 
he prays for a wholesome and, if pos- 
sible, unanimous horror upon the part 
of negroes of the sin of which a mu- 
latto is a sign. He believes “it is the

MILITARY GRADUATES WANTED 


As Officers for the Constabulary in 
the Philippines. 
Washington, May 28.—The war depart- 
ment is giving serious consideration to a 
proposition that has come through Colo- 
nel Edwards, chief of the bureau of in- 
gular affairs, from General Henry . 
Allen, chief of the Philippine constabu- 
lary, looking to the improvement of that 
service. General Allen believes that a 
fine career offers in the constabulary for 
graduates of the American military 
schools who have any special aptitude 
for military work. He believes that fif- 
teen or twenty such young men annually 
could be placed in the constabulary as 
officers to the advantage of the sefvice 
and of those selected. While at first 
the men appointed could not be as val- 
vable as the highest grade of non-com- 
missioned officers who already have had 
service in the Philippines, General Allen 
feels that in the long rin they would be 
superior to the class of men who are 
now entering the service. The pay and 
emoluments are to be increased. At 
present the pay runs from $800 to $900 
for a third lleutenant to $1,200 to $1,600 
for & captain, besides which the allow- 
ances are ample for house rent, and 

there are no hospital e nses. 
Owing to the number stations the 
percentage of officers in the constabulary 


is large. — 


about the roughest experience I ever had 
was in Spain, where I spent the better 
part of seven years. 

“During that time I was in different 
parts of the mountainous sections of the 
country, engaged in various kinds of min- 
ing, the ventures being backed by London 
parties principally.

There was only one way 
we could drive them off when they got 
too bad and that was to explode a dyna- 


mite cartridge on the hillside where they 


were ambushed. The crash and tearing of 
the earth, which followed usually set them 
a nin kr ghteried alk out of ‘their 
wits at the novel assault. For days af- 
terwards they would keep clear of us, too, 


and we always had a,period of peace and 


quiet to remunerate us for the dyna- 


mite. 


Mr. Boyd has crossed the Atlantic ocean 
thirty-three times and within the past 
three years has made a complete circuit 
of the globe, studying the various mining 
industries of every land. Incident to this 
trip he spent considerable time in India, 
China, Japan, Siberia, Egypt, Palestine 
and South Africa. 

„J was in India during the siege of the 
bubonic plague,“ he said yesterday, and 
the conditions in crowded India at that 
time simple beggars description.

Ham, of Gainesville, and Dr. J. D. Maul- 
din, of Flowery Branch, who were select- 
ed by Tanner, carried the stomach and 
wessels to Atlanta on the afternoon train 
to the state chemist, who will be asked 
to make an analysis as early as possible. 

Tanner bears the expense of the anal- 
ysis himself, but if it results in throw- 
ing suu.cient light on the affair to con- 
vict any one of administering poison to 
[the young man, the county commissioners 
will pay the bill out of the county treas- 
ury. Tanner this morning conferred with 
Solicitor General W. A. Charters, of this 
judicial circuit, with a view of prosecut- 
| ing the case. Upon the result of the anal- 
ysis by the state chemist will largely de- 
pend the future proceedings in the case. 

Mrs. anner, wife of the young man 
who was poisoned, had counsel at the in- 
vestigation held by the coroner, and her 
people will leave no stone unturned to 
show to the world that she had nothing 
to do with poisoning her husband. She

Burns rode her for 
William C. Whitney, father of the win- 
ner’s half owner. Eight lengths behind 
the pair came W. 8. Fanshaw’s Heno, 
H. Michaels up. Close on Heno’s flanks 
were Foxhall H. Keene’s Injunction, Ja- 
cob Worth’s Oom Paul and Alexander 
Shield’s Hunter Raine. Old Herbert was 
last, with Bonnibert, Igniter, and the 
much thought of Yardarm, of E. R. 
Thomas, in that order in front of him. 

Irish Lad lowered the record for the 
race, 2:0644, made by Banastar in 1899, 
and equaled the record for the track. 
made by Gold. Heels last October. Only 
once before has à 3-year-old won the 
Brooklyn handicap.

Keene’s Conroy, with 102 pounds, won the 
classic in a sea of mud in 2:09.

The north and south base line which 
will divide the city into east and west 
sides will begin at the northern city lim- 
its and run along West Peachtree street 
and Fachtree street to the railroad 
tracks or Whitehall street viaduct; thence 
along the railroad tracks eastwardly to 
a point just to the north of Capitol av- 
enue; thence due south along Capitol av- 
enue to the southern city limits.. Streets 
running east and west from this base line 
will be numbered accordingly. For in- 
stance, take Cain street, running east and 
west from Peachtree. The first houses on 
the east side of Peachtree will be num- 


The ordinance provides that the main 
dividing line or base line between the 
north and south sides shall begin at the 
eastern city Umits and run westwardly 
nlong Edgewood avenue to the intersec- 
tion of Peachtree street; thence due west 
along West Hunter street to the west- 
ern city limits. Streets running north and 
south from this line will be numbered as 
explained above, except they will be 
designated north and south instead of 
east and west. 

The ordinance directs that all number- 
ing shall begin on these lines and that 
twenty-five feet shall be the space allot- 
ted to one number in all parts of the 
city. All streets not beginning at the 
main dividing line shall be numbered just 
the same as if they did begin there. 

The figures to be used in numbering the 
houses shall be not less than 2 1-4 inches 
deep. A blue enameled steel plate with 
white figures is suggested as being the 
most legible. 

The ordinance further provides? | 

“That the city engineer shall designate 
the correct number of all houses now 
built, within six months after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, and of all houses 
hereafter built, before they are occupied; 


and the owners of all such houses shall 


one ($1.00) dollar each, which cost shall 
be charged against the property and col- 
lected therefrom.” 

Joseph W. Hill, 
ta city directory, 


publisher of the Atlan- 
who has been working 
for some time on this plan of renumber- 
ing the city, was quite warmly congrat- 
ulated yesterday by members of council 
and others on the outeome. Mr. Hill, it 
is stated, will be given the contract for 
carrying out the ordinance. and seeing 
that all the houses are properly number- 
ed when the numbers have been desig- 
nated by the city engineer. 

For the purpose of carrying out the 
plan the city has been divided into land 
lots, or rather so many numbers have 
been assigned to each of the original 
land lots. For instance, there ate on at 
average of about tix blocks in each di- 
rection in each land lot, and 600 numbers 
have been assigned to eakk land lot both 
for the north and south “and for the east 
and west lines. 

Mr. Hill says the rente will not 
necessarily be expensive to any citizen. 
The numbers as prescribed in the ordi- 
nance can be purchased at from five to 
fifty cents, while those Who desire hand- 
somer and more expensfve ones can get 


them without any difficulty.

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FOURTH WARD 
STREET CARS 


Aldermen Adopt Plans as 
Passed on by Counéil 
Monday. 


After some little debate on the subject 
the aldermanic board yesterday afternoon 
concurred in the report of the committee 
on electric and other railways, and fhe 
ordinance as passed by council, providing 
for certain changes in the street car lines 
of the fourth ward. 
These changes, as has been stated, con- 
sist mainly in the extension of the Au- 
burn avenue line out Sampson street to 
connect with the Irwin street line; the 
running of the Boulevard and Jackson 
street cars on Edgewood avenue instead 
of on Auburn avenue, as at present, and 
the removal entirely of the Irwin and 
Ellis street line from the junction of 
Irwin and Sampson streets to Church 
street or Carnegie Place. The ordinance 
now goes to the mayor. There was some 
opposition to the report and ordinance 
from Aldermen Terry and Girardeau, the 
former desiring that the Boulevard line 
should run to Ponce de Leon springs, as 
was formerly the case, and the latter be- 
ing opposed to the removal of any tracks 
for which franchises have been given. 
Many New Arc Lights. 
The aldermanic board passed up quite 
a number of petitions for new electric 
lights, council having acted on them fa- 
vorably. The new arc lights will be lo- 
cated at the following points: 
Hill and Glenn streets, Grant and Or- 
leans, Atlanta avenue and Crew, South 
Pryor and Dodd, South avenue and Hill. 
Rhodes and Hulsey, Means street and 
Horton alley, Capitol avenue and Atlan- 
ta avenue, North avenue and Williams, 
Forrest avenue and Hilliard, Alice and 
Central avenue, Love and Crew, East av- 
enue and Jackson, Baker between Hay- 
den and Hull, English and Proctor, West 
Peachtree ana Sixth, Peeples between 
Gordon and Oak, Woodward avenue and 
Loomis, Thurmond street and Western 
and Atlantic railroad crossing, Earl and 
Marietta, two arc lights at Spring Vale 
park, Ashby and Norcross, Ormond and 
Pulliam, Houston between Jackson and 
Hilliard, Park avenue and Hansell, Park 
avenue and Dabney. _ 

Incandescent lights will be placed at 
Madison avenue and Packard and three 
on Austin avenue. 

Other Matters Acted On. 

The aldermanic board passed the res- 
olutions providing that the city should 
pay $125 for the repairs of the car tracks 
on Forsyth street bridge, and that the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
should repair the tracks on the Broad 
street bridge at its own expense. 

The resolution requesting Dr. Longino 
to go to Mempu.s and examine into the 
sanitary system there, and appropriating 
$0 for his expenses, was non-concurred 
in on motion of Dr. Longino, because he 
explained that the trip was unnecessary. 

The pate fund Ordinance as passed 


by council was concurred in and goes to 
the mayor. 

A resolution pased by council donating 
a strip of land 4 by 6 feet in Oakland 
cemetery for the purpose of erecting a 
statue to the memory of Dr. Johnson, 
formerly a third ward physician, 
laid on the table on the ground that such 
action would be a bad precedent. 


HEALTH BOARD MEETS TODAY. 


Crematory Question Will Be Dis- 
cussed But No Action 
Is Expected. 

The board of health will hold its reg- 
ular meeting at 5 o’clock this afternoon 
at the city hall, and as usual it is ex- 
pected the crematory question will come 
in for its share of the discussion. How- 
ever, no final action with regard to the 
matter is expected at this meeting. 
Chairman T. D. Longino received a let- 
ter yesterday from Memphis explanatory 
of the sanitary system of that city, which 
made it unnecessary for him to go there 
to investigate its workings, as he had 
been requested to do by council. Memphis 
disposes of her night soil entirely through 
her sewers and does not burn it. This 
was the matter that it was desired to in- 
vestigdte. Dr. Longino is of the opinion 
that the best thing for Atlanta to do is.to 
get every possible section of the -city 
connected up with sewers and then make 
some arrangement at the mouths of these 
sewers for the disposition of the refuse.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 28.—The stock market 
developed acute weakness again today. 
This was not a surprise in view of the 
halting and doubtful movements which 
greeted yesterday’s attempt to put up the 
market. There was evidence of pressure 
to sell stock which encouraged the pro- 
fessional bears to make ‘a bold attack 
on the market. Presuming on the urgent 
necessities of sundry holders of securi- 
ties, the bears offered down prices brisk- 
ly and succeeded in wiping out margins 
and dislodging stop loss orders, which had 
evidently been freely placed all through 
the market slightly below the existing 
price level. The stream of offerings on 
this accoung gained notably in vglume 
when prices broke through the previous 
low level On the movement, as they did 
at many points. This seryed to reveal 
the fact that many doubtful holders of 
securities had indulged the hope. that 
the previous low level would not be ex- 
ceeded again. They were apparently will- 
ing to risk holding their stocks above that 
price, but had insured the prompt sale 
of their holdings if the market should 
decline again below that point. The large 
selling, which spread generally through 
the list, was as little accounted for by 
any news development as that of last 
week, 

It was evident that the fall in prices
